But 2dly, The Fall of mighty Men is to. 
be Lamented, becauſe of the Diſorder and 
Confukon,, 1 hings, before well ſettled; are 
commonly put into, at leaſt for ſome time, 


Great Men whe: they die, eſpecially 


when they die unexpectedly, ſurprize the 
World with Wonder and Aſtoniſhment. Men 
are amaz d, and ſtand looking one upon an- 
other. There is uſually a ceſſation of Buſi- 
neſs, and a ſtoppage of Intercourſe and 
Commerce. It puts a damp upon Mens Spi- 

rits, and they know not well what to think 


nor what to do. Subjects are at a loſs where 
to have recourſe. for Juſtice, and Subordi- 
nate Magiſtrates are at ſome doubt with 
themſelves how. to Adminiſter it. And it 
uſually effects that in the Body - Politick, 
what à ſtoppage of free Circulation does. in 
the Body Natural; uces. Apaplettict 


Swoonings, or Paralitick * remblings and Con- 
dul ſions. And though, God be thanked, this 
be not altogether our preſent Caſe; God | 
in his Goodneſs having provided and pre- 
5 d tg vs a. moſt Noble and Ilhuſtrious 
ucceſſor ta our Mighty, King, whereby.

yet I need not tell the Conſternation and 
Aftoniſhment Which ſeiz d Peoples Spirits 
upon the ſurprizing News of this laſt 
Week; the unſetledneſs of their Minds;

traceings backward and forward, their ſhy 
and fearful Looks, and frequent Whiſper- 
ings; together with their buſie in 8 
nels after thoſe Tidings,which of a | things, 
they were moſt afraid to hear confirm'd. 
Our Sun indeed is ſet yet no Darkneſt uc 
ceeds, but another is immediately rifen 
with Glory in our Horizon. And by the 
Wiſdom of our 'Law-makers Provifion was 
made, the beſt that could be, for prevent 
ing all Confuſion and Diforder upon fo 
reat'a Turn: that matters of Government 
Gould Mill go on in the ſame Courſe, and 
the Influences of tie Lam ſhould deſcend | 
and be deriv d down to us in the wonted 
Channel, as we ſee by the Venerable A 
ſembly: here met this day. But yet that 
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cen, Which is not, God be thank d, in 
Thin gs : and their looks diſcover, Ut 


they 
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they are not yet wholly recover 7 from their 
Afﬀoniſhment. So that the Death of ſuch 
Perſons is truly to be Lamented, Which 
cannot hapf en without © ſuch convalfive 
Shogs of -Govern:nent, and the putting a 
ftop to that Circulation of Buſineſs which 
is the Lite of Societ v. 

But farther, 3dly, The Fall of Mikey 
Men is to be lamented, becauſe of the 


opportunity it gives to Adverlaries to make 


their advantages. 

The Death of thoſe who have been 
Mates and Cheques to the aſpirings of 
Haughty and Ambitious Princes, muſt fleeds 
be a mighty advantage to their Deſigns. 
Since by this, thoſe who ſtood moſt in'theix 
way are eh and thoſe who are em- 
bark'd in the ſame Cauſe and Intereſt of Op- 

poſition to them, are mightily let down and 
ung d. When once the Chief Comman- 
der of an Army falls, che reſt are little better 
than a diſorderly Maultitude : : who partly 
through diſtouragement, and partly thro” 
Ignorance. of thoſe Schemer and aſures 
which were taken for their Defenceand Se= 
curity, become an 1 caly Prey to their Ent- 
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mies. This was it which made David ſo pa- 
thetically to wiſh that the death of Saul 
might be. conceal'd from the Philiſtines as 
was hinted at before: Tell it not in Gath, pu- 
bliſh it not in the ſtreets of Askelon ; not only 
as it would be matter of Joy and Triumph 
to their Enemies, but as 1t gave them fo 


an opportunity of purſuing their Advanta- 


s they had obtain and which they were 
An ready to make over Them, who by 


the fall of ſo Mighty a Champion. and De- 


fender were diſcourag d. 

I will not run the Parallel too Ke in our 
own Caſe : but we know who: ſtood at the 
head of Affairs abroad; who beſt knew the: 
ſeveral Intereſts of Princes, and had the 
Art of Uniting them together in ſtrong 
Contederacies and powerful Alliances, a- 
gainſt a Mighty. Potentate whoſe aim at uni- 
verſal Monarchy, is but too apparent. We 
know who more than once gave a cheque | 

to the Exorbitant growth of his Power, 


who threatens ſtill to put Fetters upon the 


8 of Europe. And we know who, 


it ma Vo wh was the only Perſon in the 4 
World whom he n fear dz as ſtanding 


moſt 
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moſt in the way of his Deſigns. ., And now 
upon his Fall we may be aſſur d he will 
make ule of the preſent Opportunity, and 
exert his utmoſt Policy and Endeavour, 
either to break the Alliances already made, 
or to prevent any farther Union. 
But Laſtly, and to name no more, The Fall 
of Mighty Men is to be lamented, becauſe 
of the uncertainty how things may ſettle 
again. When great Men die, Affairs are 
uſually thrown into ſome Confuſion: And 
many Incidences may ſtrike in, to prevent 
their fixing again upon a right - Bottom: 
The inconſtancy of Peoples Humour; the 


untowardneſs of their Diſpoſetion ; the 


claſhing Intereſts of divided Partie, a 
which is above all the reſt, the Providence 
of God, provok'd to ſuffer People to fall 
into Divihons and Animoſities for a Punih- 
ment for their Sin. Tis God's great Mer- 
cy that this is not the Caſe with us at pre- 
ſent : nor have we any other Proſpect, but 
that of Happineſs and Security, ſo long as 
it ſhall pleaſe Almighty God to continue to us 
the Blelſing of our moſt Gracious QUEEN. 


Who being born e us, has no other 


Inter- 
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Intereſt, but 'that of her Native Country to 


proſecute and advance. Who being Edu- 
cated: in the true Proteſtant Religion as by 
Law eftablifh'd amongſt us, has a true 
hearty Zeal and pious Affection for it. And. 


whoin Her MaJjtsTIiES moſt Gracious De- 


claration from the Throne, expreſſes ſuch an 
affeEtonate Concern for the Preſervation of 
the Laws, Liberties, and Religion of her 
Country; ſuch a tender regard for the 
Good and Wellfare of her People, as leaves 
no room to doubt of our future Felicity. 
And when to this is added that Courage 


and Unanimity which appears in our great 


Councils; the Proſpect is ſtill more eg i- 
fing, and twill be our own fault if we be 


not very Happy. So that though the me- 


mor y or our Late King ought to be for ever 


precious amongſt us; and his Death upon 
many accounts calls for our preſent Mourn- 
ing and Lamentation: yet upon othersthere 1s 
great reaſon that our Grief ſhould be mode- 
rated, and our Mourning turn d into Acclama- 
trons. Since he who now goeth on his way weep- 
ing, and beareth forth good ſeed ; ſhall doubt- 
bf come again with joy, and bring his _ 
- os with 
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with him. And from hence T proceed to 


the Second General in which I ſhall be ye- 
ry brief. And that is. How the Fall of 


Mighty Men is to be Lamented : not ſo 


much in the Pomp of doleful Accents, in 
empty Wailings and fruitleſs Complaints; 
but lo as to make our Lamentation of ſome 
ood uſe to thoſe who ſurvive. x | 
And that Firſt, We are to lament th 
Fall of Met) Men by enumerating their 
Virtues, That by recalling to our Minds 
whatever was excellent inthem and praiſe- 
worthy we may propoſe them, ſo far as 


they concern us, to our Imitation. That if 


ſuch a Might Perſon us d his Power with 
moderation; if he ſpar'd where he might 
have punifh'd, and cheri/h'd thoſe whom he 
might have cruſhed : we ought alſo to be 
favourable to one another; not to be 
hard, rigorous and impoſing ; nor make 
uſe of all Advantages to the prejudice of 


another where we have a little the Aſcen-

and debauch'd, and to indulge themſelves 


in all manner of Looſneſs and Extrava-

But Secondly, We are to lament the Fall 
of the Mighty, by forſaking thoſe Sins which 
might provoke God in Judgment to de- 
prive us of ſuch Perſons before their time.

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And for the iniquity of a Land, many 


are the Princes thereof. If therefore we 
would incline God to continue to us the 
erb of the preſent Reign; let us 
bid a final adieu to thoſe Sins and Vices, 
which for ought we know might provoke 
Him, to accelerate and haſten the putting 
an End to the Laſt. Let us hear no more 
of that Blaſphemy and Prophaneſi that Athe- 
iftical Diſcourſe, and bold attacquing of Re-

Let us ſee 
no more the nauſeous Effects of Intempe- 
rance and Exceſs, which ſo often defiles our 
Houſes,, and ſometimes our Streets, And 
for Fornication and all uncleanneſs, let it not 
for the future be ſo much as nam'd amongſt us, 
as becometh Saints. Let thoſe Diviſions and 
Animoſities ceaſe from amongſt us; thoſe 


opprobrious Names; thoſe diſtinctions and 
oppoſitions of Parties; together with all 


that Free, ſhall I call it, or rather that bold 


and unmannerly Cenſuring the Actions of 


our Supertours: which indeed do but dire&- 


ly tend to the diſſolution of the State, Wo 
| the. 
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the flackning the Nerves,and weakning the 
bonds of Government to the making Crowns 
fit uneaſy; upon ' Princes Heads, the fillin 
'their Breaſts with troubleſome Thoughts a 
| follicitous Cares; and by that to the ſhort- 
ning of their Days. Had 1t not been for 
theſe and ſuch like, I will not ſay but the 
Life of our Late Soveraign might have been 
' prolong'd. In our Mourning then, let us 
principally mourn for our great and crying 
Sint; which might be a main cauſe of its 
being cut off ſo ſoon; and which if not 
* mourn'd for, ſo as to be forſaken too, will 
certainly be the Cauſe of far greater Exils, 
and ſorer Judgments coming upon us. 
But Loftly, And to Conclude, We are to 
lament the Fall of the Mighty by heartily 
praying, that the Perſons who by God's good 
Providence are to riſe up in their Places 
may likewiſe inherit their Virtues, and con- 
tinue long to be Inſtruments of Publick Good, 
And for incouragement towards it, let us 
not only pray for our Moſt Gracious Sove- 
raign; but alſo become Good our ſelves, and 
perform a ready and cheerful Obedience, to 
Her whom it has pleas d God to ſet over 
| —_ | us. 
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us. By this to make her Reign eaſy to Her Self 
and proſperous to Vs : that hee may have on- 
ly theGlorizs and Felicities of a Crown, without the 
perplezing Cares and ſollicitous Fears which ſome- 
times attend it. If any be apprehenfive how. 
it will be now with our Affairs Abroad let it 
only have this effect, to unite us more cloſely; 
in the bonds of mutual Love, and in the Common 
Intereſt at Home.

But if they 
ho heretofore only crav d Eaſe, will ſtill affect 
Superiority: if nothing will ſatisfy, but to be 
at the Head of all Affaires, and to have the 
Management of all put into their own Hands; 
then it will be time, both for the Church and 
State toconſult the beſt they can for their Com- 
mon Security. Tis the Peace and ſecurity of 
Both which indeed is every Man's Intereſt as.
